A repeater for the city of Surrey

would be interested in having space on top of 

the Central City building for a repeater site. My 
immediate reaction was this type of offer does not 
come along every day and I had better find out 
more. I contacted the Coordination Council for 
information on available repeater pairs for VHF and 
UHF. UHF pairs likely could be found but there 
was a waiting list for VHF pairs and the council 
advised that we try and find a repeater that we could 
share. This led to contacting Roger Anderson, 
VE7FZX who sponsors both VHF and UHF repeater 
pairs. Roger had indicated some time ago that his 
repeater was in need of updating and he would like 
to have someone take over moving and managing 
the repeater. As I had just taken over the 
coordination position for SEPAR I suggested that 
the repeater be available for Roger, SARC and 
SEPAR to which Roger agreed. 


|: early December I was asked if we (SARC) 


The repeater was removed from Roger’s mother’s 
home, as she no longer lives there, and taken into 
Bryan Farrar, VE7BFY for upgrading and tuning. 
This work was completed and the repeater moved 
temporarily to my QTH until the Central City site is 
ready. At this time it is on the air 147.36+ from my 
South Surrey home and is working extremely well. 
The UHF radios have been ordered and will be 
installed as soon as the preparation work is 
completed. The UHF frequency is 443.775+. 


It was extremely heart warming how other hams 
came forward to help with this project and I have 
already had positive feedback from hams in Surrey. 


Roger’s donation of the repeater hardware and 
repeater pairs formed the foundation for us to move 
ahead. The new VHF transmitter and receiver are 
radios I had received from PEP some time ago and 
they do a very good job. The repeater six cavity 
duplexer has extremely good filtering. There is also 
a four cavity duplexer for UHF. 


To date everything we have in operation was 
donated but we still have the UHF radios to install. 
Well, we needed about $500.00 to complete this part 
of the project and Lloyd Hargrove’s son Jim 
Hargrove, owner of Analytic Systems, stepped up to 
the plate and ordered the UHF Tait radios for us. 
Jim is not a ham but wanted to help out with this 


community project and we were very thankful for 
his donation. Jim’s company manufactures power 
supplies right here in Surrey and he has offered a 
commercial grade power supply for the repeater as 
well. You can find Analytic Systems at 
http://www.analyticsystems.com/ 


When if full operation both the VHF and the UHF 
repeaters will be rock solid with quality commercial 
hardware. Roger, Bryan and Jim Hargrove of 
Analytic Systems have provided the gear and the 
expertise to get this project off the ground. SARC, 
SEPAR and hams in Surrey are extremely fortunate 
to have a quality machine for use in Surrey. 


A full report to the SARC general meeting will be 
given at the March meeting. All SARC members 
are encouraged to use the repeater. If you notice any 
areas in Surrey that are presently in a shadow with 
regards to working the repeater please let us know. 
Once the repeater is up on the Central City building 
we expect excellent coverage. 


The SARC Tuesday net has been moved to the new 
repeater 147.36+ so please try to check in at 
8:00pm.
